Some More Spouting Yesterday Af- 
ternoon. 


Pipe Test Postponed Uatul Tc-Day. 


The water works commissioners gave our 
citizens anothgr refreshing shower yester- 
day afternoon, which created a sensation 
onlysecond to that of Monday. As an- 
nounced in the CONSTITUTION, the intention 
was to bave turned on the water, and made 
the — test yesterday morning, but 
the replacing of the bursted pipe on the 
the main line occupied more time than had 
been anticipated. Some work was also done 
on thecondensing apparatus at the engine, 
so that it nearly five o’clock in the afternoon 
before steam was turned on. lathe mean 
time a number of the hydrants in 
the city were  opencd, avd very 
soon surrounded by crowds of 
interested spectators. The arrangement at 
first was that a pressureof 150 pounds or 
more should be put on the pipes at the en- 
gine, in order to ascertain how far the wa- 
ter would be thrown through bose pipes, but 
the lateness of the hour prevented this be- 
ing done, 

AN ASTONISHED DABKEY, 


When the water did come, it came with a 
rush. It also appeared to be much clearer 
than on Monday. An old country darkey 
was seated on the hydrant at the corner of 
Peachtree and Marietta streets, little dream- 
ing of water, when the stream suddenly 
broke forth below him. He eyed it pensive- 
ly for about a quarter of @ second, 
ané@ then he rose .c.om that hydrant, and 
it was calculatedthat he didn’s strike the 
ground again for about twelve fect. The 
crowd to'd him he had busted the water- 
woks by sitting on them, and the last seen 
of the nigger he was hunting a policeman to 
have the thing fixed. A hose pipe with an 
inch and a half nozzle “was attaehed, 
and with avery low steam preseure at the 
engine, the water was carily thrown across 
Marietta street, to the increased delight of 
acouple of hundred white and colored 
obys, who had gathered eround to witness 
the spouting.

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A TERRIBLE DEATH. 


George D. Sylvester Hormbiy Mang- 
led Under a Train of Cars. 


Whisky Brings Swift Destruction 
upon Une of its Victims. 


Yesterday afternoon, about five o’clock, 
one of those horrible and distressing deaths 
under the wheels of a moving train occurred 
near this city, the facts of which are about 
these: 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

At the hour named as the through freight 
trainon the W. & A. R. R., under charge of 
conductor Bradley and drawn by the engine 
“Jessie,” of which James Pyrum isthe en- 
gineer, was approaching the city at fair 
speed through what is known as Rock Cut, 
hear the three mile post, a@manwas seen 
sittiog upon the right hand rail of the track, 
seemingly holding on to the rail. There is 
a sharp curve in the track at this point and 
the engine came suddenly in view of the 
man, and the engineer exerted himself una- 
vailingly to check the rushing monster and 
save from death the human being sittiog 
before it and facing death. The distance 
was too short and the engine 

STRUCK THE MAN 
with terrifie force and the whole train pass- 
ed over his mangled body. When the 
train was stopped and the unfortunate man 
was drawn out, it was ascertained that 
HIS INJURIES. 

had caused almost instant death. His left 
leg had been run over and cut almost entfre- 
ly off just above the foot; his right leg was 
also broken, and there was aleo a ghastly 
cut across the lower part ofthe body, tak- 
ing a diagonal course and eo cutting into 
the interior as to cause the intestines to 
protrudefrom the terrible wound. The 
train came into town, and the conductor re- 
ported the occurrence to the railroad au- 
thorities, and Capt. Dan Wyly, yard mas- 
ter, went out with an engine and ‘car and 
brought the remains to town ahout dark, 
placing them upon the platform of the State 
road depot, where we saw them. 

From papers upon the body of the deceas- 
ed it was learned that his awed =

end probably lived up the road some little 
distance. He had been in the city yester- 
day upon some business, and was returning 
home, but how he came to be off a reguler 
train that pointis not known.

ad evidently been drinking and the smell 
of liquor was plainly perceptible about his 
person three hours afier his death.

Among the number of those who have given 
opinions on the subject through the pablic 
priats, we notice the name of Dr. Rausch- 
enberg—one of Atlanta’s solid, practical 
physicians. 

In a recent article this gentleman has 
given many valuable facts. te utters the 
sentiments of the scientific medical world 
in condemnation of such established laws, in 
respect to hygiene; and called upon our city 
authorities tv construct, at once, an exten- 
sive and expensive system of sewerage. 

Involved in the subject of city drainage 
are questions which, from the difficulties 
to be overcome, opens a wide field fo: szi- 
entific diseussion. fewerage as a method 
of draioage is surrounded with grave com- 
plications and serious objections. Every 
one acknowle Iges the sanitary 
importasce *) the speedy 
removal of decomposing matter. Refuse 
and waste sre well taid to be the natural 
enemies to the health of mankind. The 
decomposition of these is, as well known, 
accelerated by heat and moisture; there- 
fore the removal of water—which under fa- 
vorable conditions is always impregnated 
with these matters—on the surface, or in the 
soil, no less than of decomposed vegetables 
and animal matter, musi enter into every 
scheme for city drainage. How best to ac- 
complish these objects, not so much finan- 
cially as sanitarily viewed, should be de- 
manded by the people of Atianta—those 
anxious to preserve its reputation for health, 
— perpetuate the benedits forming there- 
rom. 


In discussing the system demanded, the 
peculiar natural advantages for drainage in 
our city thould not be lost sight of. In- 
deed, the problem of eflicient diatnage and 
the removal of effete matters is of less dif- 
ficult solution in cities located as Atlanta, 
than most Furopean or American cities. 
Aimost all cities situated on or near the sea 
coast or banks of iiverr, are but a few feet 
above the water line of saturation; hence 
more or less stagnation must occur in such 
localities by any system of drainage. Ali 
conjectures or opinions based upon a system 
compared with cities so situated must, 
therefore, be rejected in adopting one for 
Atlanta. Were our city so situated, the 
writer would advocate the construction of 
large sewers, the contents of which would 
be swept out by the tides or waters of an 
adjacent river. Yet be would confront 
the difficulty as a compromise with 
necessity, and no less with science and 
its teachings. In the effort to escape the 
deadly ravages of epidemics, which revel in 
the midst of rottenness and filth, the com- 
promise is made in favor of noxious odors 
and sewer gas, the unerring sources of poi- 
sony as deadly to the human race. Cholera 
may—not to Atlanta but otker cities—pay 
its visits at interval of yea's. Sotoo yellow 
fever, and, possibly, the pligue of olden 
times. But when they come they sweep as 
torna joes, and with iatality proportioned 
to the intensity and energy of the miasms 
of the poisoned soil and atmosphere of the 
chosen localities. More subtle and quie: 
are the poisons generated in sewers of mod- 
ern cities. They pe:imeate the homes of 
the citizens and impress their baleful influ- 
ences towards death upon the sick from 
whatever cause. Cholera may slay its 
thousands, but sewer gas and sewerage wa- 
ikrits tens of thousends. ,They iamify 
throughout the city cesspools of putrid 
fermentations evolving gases lighter than 
the atmosphere. ‘There must be inlets and 
outlets upon every street aud in every 
house, through which these gases must es- 
cape aud what, asa sys'em, was intend 
to prevent disease becomes a con- 
Stant, never ceasing, cause of death. 
As illustration of this we give the follow- 
ing. Med cal director, Joseph Wilson, of 
U. 8. navy, remarks : 

Air contined anywhere, evenin a clean 
room, becomes offensive, probab'y unheal- 

thy, witha disagreeable smell of closeness, 
and confined with filth in a drain or sewer, 
itmust become infinitely worse. Drains 

built tight, with traps, etc., so that there is 
no ventilation of their interior, generate 
very poisonous gases, which are ready on the 
occurrence of any smal! leak to escape and 
poison everybpdy who happens to gonear 
them, 

An English writer says: 

Draias and privies, sinks and water-clos- 
ets must be freely ard judiciously flushed to 
avoid the accumulation of organic refuse, 
or the effluvia wiil ascend from every open- 
ing. every crevice ev.ry hole, ani epread 
disease and misery far aud near. 

Mr. Alfred W. Derry, chemist to the board 
of health, of New Orleans, engaged in ex- 
perrments On the atmosphere with the ob- 
ject of showing the danger of street and 
gutterfilth, The gaseous product of the 
decom poeition cf such filth duving hot weath 
er escapes intothe air. These products 
‘fare, forthe wost part, when breathed in 
large proportions, fatal to life, and in emall 

portions diminish the bodily vigor of per- 
soms who are well, and aggravate and pro- 
ong diseases which already exist.,’’ 

The sewers of Atlanta, we are told, though 
few ia number, have inletsfrom one hun- 
dred to one hundred and twenty feet above 
their cutlets. In the central portions of 
the city we find, however, that these sewers 
do not readily convey the contents, having 
but slight inclines for hundreds of feet. it 
will appear therefore that the quantity of 
water necessary to ‘‘flush’’ them and keep 
them constantly clean must be large. If 
not kept clean poisonous gases must be con- 
stantly genera‘ed. Withg the out:ets ose 

hundred feet below the inlets, the genera- 
ted gases must ascend with the draft, and 
houses connected with these drains as well 
astheirown snks, are liable to po'son- 
ous invasions from any ‘‘small leak, and 
“spread disease and misery far and near.’’ 

Viewing the subject from this standpoint, 
the writer gives opinion that sewers—as a 
system—are not required in Atlanta—sew- 
ers as carriers of prutescent and excremen 
ticious matter,{to poi:on our dwellings 
and streets through theic open, gaping 
throats pouriog forth their deadly miasons. 
Atlanta does not need or require additional 
sewers. Underground water drainage may 
be required, but not sewerage. In certain 
localities the moisture ofthe soil and the 
accumulation of water on ihe surface, in 
pits or cellars, require underground 
drainage. No matter, putrcescent or excre- 
mentitious, should be allowed to permeate 
the soil or tind entrance within any system 
of underground drainage in a locality so 
favorably situated as Atlanta. There should 
be no new caves burruwed beneath her peo- 
ple to become magazines of death. No 
traps to entangle miasons which, when 
emitted and harmonizing with atmospheric 
and epidemic influences, go forth on miss- 
ions of destruction inepidemics of feyers— 
typus, typhoid, scarlet, dyptheria, etc. 

The writer,amovg physicians, does not 
stand alone in c ndemnation of sewers, 
when the nature of the locality admits of 
naturaland rapid drainage. The oldest, 
and perhaps the wisest — of Nash- 
ville, Teunessee, (Dr. W. . Bowling) in his 
observation on cholera, in referring to sew- 
er remarke: 

‘‘I¢ a stink be above ground with the only 
true disinfectants —- on its cause-—-the 
circamambiant air and gorgeous 6uU 
shine—there can be no reason, but one of 
fclly, for expending money to place this 
same filth beyond the reachcf the disinfec- 
tants of nature with breathing holes for the 
escape of poisonous ard noisome emana- 
tions.”’ 

By way of illuetration he gives the fol- 
lowing incident during the cholera epl- 
demic. 

‘‘We gaid to the man when preparing that 
nuisance under the supervisionof a street- 
committeeman. ‘What do you want to ta 
that infernal sum of all villanies and de i 
toryof mingled stinks right at my door for? 
“T wantto letthe water fromthe gutter 
along the eaet cide of High street, into the 

reat sewer.’ ‘‘Butjycu can’t let the water,in 
without letting the stiok out, Why not let 
the water run along the — down hill— 
and clean the gutters with its torrents.” 

He therefore advocated the closure of 
sewers and the substitution of surface drain- 
age, (even in the midst of the cholera epi- 
demic), where every inch of surface could 
rified; where every inch could 
cleansed and reached by the sunlight. Let 
the people of Atlanta remember this. The 
rain fali has in the past been Atlanta’s great 
and merciful scavenger. Inthefuture the 
water flowing from her water works will aid 
in this hygienic purification. 

We hold, therefore, that additional sew- 
erageis pot required. Those in existence 
are nuisances of the first order, ready at all 
times to poison the pure air and wa‘er of 
ur favored locality. 

But this article is to show the serious ob- 

jections to any system of sewerage, yet it is 
an obvious fact that the water of the cen 
tral portion of the city is largely impregna- 
ted with deleterious matters. The danger 
to life to this source may be seen from the 
following extracts. Austin Flint, M. D., 
says: 
“One of the most interesting discoveries 
of recent medicine was, that typhoid fever 
might be transmitted by water used for 
drinking and cooking. Ty- 
phoid fever is if ever 
communicated by emanations the body 
of the sick. It is not communicated by 
nurses or attendants of the sick. There 
are exceptions perhaps. Isolated cases of 
typhoid sever are numerous in

source of contamination. An ordinary 
house has its well and its cesspool and iis 
privy in ths same block, and it 1s 
possible, in an ordinary 
country, to place it at such a distance from 
the cesspool and the privy as to remove the 
danger of contaminatiou.”’ 

What is the remedy of the c:ndition ex- 
isting in the portion of the “7 referr:d to? 
We do not believe it will be found in sew- 
age—for that is an uncertain remedy at best, 
but in the ado; tion of earth-closets and the 
use Of sinks made thoroughly impervious 
to water. ‘No better disinfectant or deod- 
orizer exists than loam] or dry earth. So 
Moses meant when he directed the children 
of Israel to cover what came 
from them in the ground. 

Pricce Henry, of the Neth’ rlands, in our 
d y) follows the wise Hebrew’s rule by pro- 
vid'ng for the removal of al human waste 
every twenty-four hours f.om each home 
in the city of Hague to the sub:oil of the 
farms in its neix hborh .0d. 

This is done,sofar as ihe waste from 

slaughter houses, in Chicago at this time. 
The transmission of offal through the city 
is rendered inoffessive by the use of tig’t 
box wagons which are dusted inside with 
charcoal, while an inch or two of th3 same 
is spread on the top of the offa', A machine 
has been oeerigee for removing the con- 
tents of sinks which is easily and rapidly 
done at night. 
There are several patented machines for 
conyerting this waste into fertilizers. The 
Hazel, ihe Chenoworth & Baugh and the 
Stover machines. The Hazel machine 
makes one-third of a ton of fertilizer per 
hour; the Chenoweth & Baugh at the same 
rate, and the Stover four or five tons an 
hour, at a cost of but $2 50 or $3.00 per ton. 
In this way our well-water in the center 
of the city can be kept pure and sweet; our 
sewers free of putrescent and excrementi- 
tious matters with the accompanyin poi- 
soLous gases; our cityfree from epidemic 
devastatioos, and an enterprise of no small 
profit established without cost to our tax- 
ridden people.

EXPERIMENT ON DRILLED WHBAT. 


Sown broad cast over furrowe, thrown in- 
to ridges and burst open so as to throw th: 
wheat into regular rows. This made an in- 
creased produce on about half the amount 
of seed. 

EXPERIMENT ON OATS. 


Two plats were sown in oats. One Octo- 
ber 30th, ttre other January 2lst. Each wag 
fertilized with $19 worth of ammoniated 
superphosphate peracre. There were just 
1-7 of anacre in each plat. The fall sowing 
made 194 pounds equal to 4215 100 bushels 
per acre, and the January sowing made 11€ 
pounds equu! to 25 38-100 bushels per acre.

SECON D EXPERIMENT, 


It has been doubted by many whether 
commercial fertilizers psid on oats or any- 
thing but cotton. LI applied a mixture of 
peruvian guano and land plastcrat a ccst of 
$10 per acre and sowed Oct. 30th. The 
yield was at the rate of 25 bushels per acre, 
while the natural soil produced 10 6-10 
bushels. Estimating oats at $l per 
bushel the fertilized acre made in valuc 
$24 04 above the natural soil equal to $14,83 
ret profit or 148 per cent on the investment. 
‘Lhis does not embrace the value of the straw, 
The labor and expense of fertilizers can be 
divided by applying part on oats and the 
other oncotton. The following 
ADVANTAGES ACCRUE 

from this cause: 

1. The nitrogen of the fertilizer is saved 
in the stubble and roots of the oats bY hay. 
ing it organized and held until it rots in the 
soil and becomes converted into nitric acid 
and ammonia for the next cotton crop. The 
ammonia applied to cotton is absolutels 
lost during the suma@er, except what has 
been taken up and crganized in the plan: 
itself.‘ 

2. The oat teing a coarse feeder takes up 
from the soil, mineral elements essential! te 
the cotton plant, and prepares it for the 
next crop, 

. 3. The ammonia does not damage the 
crop during the winter asin the summer. 
COMPOSTING, 


It is confesse1 that millions of pounds o: 
nitrogen are lost annually from oug stable 
yards and our compost heaps. The princ!i- 
pal loss of ammonia in a soil is through th¢ 
formation of nitric acid in the soil. This 
takes place only during warm weather. 
Ammonia is being constantly converted into 
nitric acid during ht, dry weather, after 
rain, which, uniting with potasb, soda, etc., 
is leached out by succeeding rains. In 
win er and early spring it is not formed into 
nitric acid. Itis safe to apply nitrogenous 
matter during winter. 

COTTON SEED AS A FERTILIZER. 
Cotton seedis a nitrogenous fertilizer,de- 
ficient inprosphoric scid. All composting 
of it and hilling the germ ia heaps 
is attended by loss; of ammon'‘a. Even the 
crushing of the seed wiil result in loss un- 
less immediately us°d. Bury them in the 
bed for corn or cotton so ~~ that they 
willnot sprout. Apply it in February or 
early in March, putting bone dust with it. 
In this way theammonia dissolves the bone 
dust. 

A farmer can fertilize six acres well with 
the seed from five bales of cotton. It does 
not pay to cultivate poor land. [ Applause. }

Farmers grumble now at 12 
cents and they varyin estimating from 
to 17 cents, 1 made an acre on the farm last 
ear at a cost of 444 cents per pound, count- 
g everythi«g but the investment for lands 
and tools.

pone of phosphoric acid; estimating that 

or fifty yeas, acrop of cotton would have 
been taken from it annually, it had in ite 
virgin estate 5300 vounds of phosphoric 
acid. Itis not the exhaustion of pbos 
phoric acid from the eoil that produces bar- 
renness, but the inso'uble form of it. Plants 
— appropriate food, water cannot dis- 
solve. 

There are in a'l arable soils a certain 
amount cf phosphoric acid capable of be- 
co soluable under the action of amonia, 
carbolic acid and water. In the stems,roots 
and leaves of the cotton plant there are as 
much phosphoric acid as is taken off, and 
if the seed was returned to the ground mach 
more.

ORDERED, That five tenths of one per 
cent, be assessed and collected upon the 
amount of the Value of taxable property re- 
turned by, or assessed against, cach tax- 
payer, and upon the value of all property in 
the State subject to taxation ad valorem, 
for all purposes.
